Considering this was his 
first state-side race, winning the Nevice 
and Amature field was really a feat, 
However, we were informed there was a 
possibility that he would be disqualified 
because he had signed up and rode as a 
Novice! He wasn’t sure just how good 
these riders were over here having never 
competed with them, There are many 
more riders here than in Hawaii and 
also many more events to choose from. 
In the islands they are lucky to get two 
races a month, due to lack of racing 
facilities. Also, co-ordinating these 
events means much re-situating those 
existing facilities. 

I would say. to all concerned that the 
boy wasn’t trying to pull a fast one but 
just trying to evaluate the riders here 
and give himself something to calibrate 
himself by, If done well in that particu- 


lar class in that type of event then per-: 


haps try to ride in the Amateur class 
next time; and so on, Getting back to 
the reason I wrote you, John really rode 
the socks off them out there and Jack 
Simmons and John Shedd willbear me out 
on this, His lap time for the distance of 
3.6 miles was a ‘‘scosh’’ off that of Gary 
Bailey, John lapped his second place 
man, including stopping for gas! 

I thought it was a terrific “effort and 
if the Sage Hoppers do disqualify him I 
would say it would be a black mark on 
the club as well as Dist. 38. This could 
really show what kind of welcome we 
have for our racing friends from other 
states as well as our 50th State, I know 
I was personally very embarrassed by 
the whole situation. I think the thing 
that hurt the kid was the fact that he had 
told the people at the check-in that he 
had sent in his application for Class 
«C?! license, when they asked him if he 
had had any previous riding experience. 
Truthfully, he is oblivious to the certain 
regulations here andis really just getting 
started in competition here. He wants to 
race“in everything and I can't help but 
admire his enthusiasm in motorcycle 
racing. At that particular time John 
hadn't received his Class ‘‘C’’ license, 
and I feel he surely shouldri’t be dis- 
qualified, 

In Hawaii, racing is quite different; 
they race all classes together in each 
size machine. This way there are enough 
to make it a race! At leastonething they 
do over there I like, If they take your 
entry fee and you win, they give youa 
trophy, and don’t disqualify youafter you 
have completed a fifty-mile race. (Tee 
hee.) 


We’ll watch for the results and see how 
he comes out in there. Of course time 
will tell just how good a rider he is, and 
if this is any indication at all, look out!

LET ME BE ME! 
(Part I) 


An appellate court in Michigan has 
struck down that state’s mandatory hel- 
met law as unconstitutional, It is doubt- 
ful that anyone cares enough about the 
law to defend it before the state supreme 
court, and certainly the opponents were 
planning to use this recourse had it been 
necessary. 

Score one for our side! But more than 
that, score one for freedom, That’s what 
the battle is about. 

If helmet laws are unconstitutional in 
Michigan they are probably not consti- 
tutional in any state. Each state must 
decide but the precedent is not to be 
underestimated, And anyway, the windis 
kind of out of the sails, Mandatory hel- 
mets didn’t turn out to be the answer to 
the world’s problems, no matter what 
statistics they can show you from New 
York, Mandatory anything has never 
been the answer, 

It may be that all cyclists will end up 
wearing helmets..,out of choice, If they 
do, no one will object. If a helmet is the 
answer the individual will wear one, The 
fact that there is no agreement — on 
statistics, the desirability of various 
gear, types of cycles, etc., indicates just 
one thing...people are different, Why this 
very obvious fact is usually ignored or 
rejected remains a mystery. It seems 
that every so often it must be redis- 
covered in a great burst of awareness, 

Perhaps the most fortunate thing about 
the United States is that the nation was 
designed during just such an age. The 
awareness of the individual's need and 
his right to be different was concreted 
in the constitution, And though the con- 
stitution has suffered much battering 
over the years, some sort of national 
conscience has always stopped us short 
of its destruction.

Rediscovery Time 


Now we seem to be again on the verge 
of the rediscovery. The helmet battle is 
a symptom. Our victory is a symptom, 
They are also a contribution to the cause, 
Had the National Highway Safety Act 
been passed fifteen or twenty years ago 
I wonder if there would have been any 
battle or any victory. We wouldprobábly 
all have been called‘ communists’’ anda 
“threat to the national security.'' In the 
years during and after the second World 
War the most terrible thing one could be 
was ‘‘different,’’ 

One of the worst things war does is 
completely eliminate the individual, In 
the chaos of a devastated country it may 
be every-man-for-himself but in a suc- 
cessful military system there isno@room 
for an independent thinker. As long asan 
emergency situation exists uniformity is 
reasonably acceptable, But what happens 
when it ends? Can people trained to uni- 
formity accept individuality in them- 
selves or anyone else? Apparently, it’s 
not easy, As a nation we have been 
through some incredible gyrations to 
prevent the loss of this war mentality, 

First we had “togetherness” and 
“teamsmanship.’”” Business and industry 
stated quite openly that there was no 
room for the independent thinker in their 
operation either, Employment tests were 
designed specifically to eliminate him, 

Suburbia built rows upon rows of 
identical houses for identical people to 
lead identical lives. We developed a na- 
tional image of ‘‘the good life’? and woe 
unto anyone who didn’t agree it was the 
only good life. 

We fought ‘‘communists’’ and we fought 

crime'' and looked for security in all 
the proper places. We made laws and laws 
and laws...to require or to prohibit. We 
developed a national paranoia and 
secured ourselves not against an ex- 
ternal enemy but against our own fear 
of freedom. (A man too long a prisoner 
will often do anything to return to the 
safety of prison,) And we validated our

Raised with ‘‘drop 
drills’? and bomb threats and offered a 
future which might at any moment eva- 
porate, they learned to be unafraid, When 
they saw with the clear vision of youth 
the emptiness of the good life for which 
their elders willingly traded their ident- 
ity they did the logical thing. They spoke 
up. And their voices were heard loudand 
clear throughout the land. 

The motorcycle people were there. 
They had been there all the time. The 
first rebels against the ‘‘good life’’ 
were the motorcycle people. Butinthose 
days it was a crime to be different, The 
motorcycle people made a choice...con- 
form or disappear or become outlaws. 
They became separated by an enormous 
gulf which is only now being bridged a 
little by the common cause against man- 
datory gear.

There is a certainty that the overall 
win would have been only in Tom’s 
junior class, as we recognize the out- 
standing abilities of Gary Bailey who 
broke trail for Tom ina couple of laps 
of the first moto. A fractured trans’ 
case at the primary drive shaft bearing 
destroyed shifting and power for Gary. 

Thanks to those of our acquaintances 
who know us off track, They gave us the 
cheerful support of sharing in our joys 
and anxieties as the events progressed. 

Recognition from others took a form 
that at first seemed unflattering. How- 
ever, after reflecting on the devious ways 
of human nature, by which our emotions 
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give false impressions to our eyes and 
hearts, my own included, the realization 
came to me that attack is indeed a sin- 
cere form of praise, What we wish to 
see with our eyes is filmed on our 
brain's optics in misconception, 

At the finish of one moto we were told 
by an excited spectator, that Tom had 
failed to ascend ‘‘Mass Confusion Hill’’ 
and had cut course at this section. Tom 
and I went with him to his vantage point 
to talk to his companions, The identity 
was given as a yellow chest cover. How- 
ever the others in the group said the 
number plate was not Tom's, No. 49X. 
This well meaning fellow was confused 
as to who was leading. 

Actually that hill was an advantage 
point for Tom; his style of shooting this 
hill gave him a pass there over Rusty 
Burkert, who led him at the start of the 
final moto to the base of it. However 
behind the hill, Tom lost the lead and 
had to regain it in a later lap. 

We were also told we had the fastest 
bike, This gives Tom's mechanic, **his 
ole’ dad,’’ an occasion for grateful pride. 
However, I don’t believe my tuning can 
be honestly accepted as that good, Those 
of you who walked the section of the 
course where Tom regained his lead over 
Rusty in a show of apparent power, 
would have to observe that this ‘‘seem- 
ing" flat out section had several'*whoop 
de do’s’’, Therefore the spotlight should 
be cast on the rider for his ability to go 
fast in the rough, which was demonstra- 
ted after the pass, and the long lead 
gained after the back of the course 
“nasties”. 

Of course, the tuning and set up is of 
much importance, but attempts to say an 
unfair means of obtaining **competitive 
steam” was used, must here again be 
accepted as praise, even if in reverse, 
The thought was given to the promotors 
that we were 110cc. Reflecting back, I 


had told others that we were ten thou- 
sands over on our piston, and with my 
limited knowledge, I don't know what cc 
this would make a 98cc Hodaka; some- 
one said maybe 99cc. 

Now I have always been talkative 
about what we find to help us, but don't 
listen without a bit of caution, because 
in working up this bike, all sorts of 
problems and pitfalls have occurred due 
primarily to my ‘‘unknowledge.’’ I have 
been a speed tuner since purchasing a 
new 98cc Hodaka from Norm Best Feb, 
14, 1968. We ran a ‘67 stock 90cc a few 
times previous, Its power mods consis- 
ted of a 42-tooth sprocket, and scratch- 
ing around in the intake manifold, be- 
cause someone told me to clean and 
straighten it up, plus of course a two- 
year-old expansion chamber we had ona 
former play Hodaka. This bike gave 
Tom his first worthwhile trophy, a 2nd 
Novice at the Encinitas Nat.Race, Feb. 
4, 1968. 

His first trophy was August 6, 1967, 
a 23rd at Deadman’s Point, He has also 
now had 4-6 trophies for 1, 2, 3 and 4th 
places, plus a couple sevenths and a 
dant, 

That first second place, earned under 
handicap, made me realize his capabil- 
ities. 

The light is now dawning. Maybe 
some riders and mechanics are properly 
uncommunicative about machine details, 
because facts often become twisted ru- 
mors, and may even be used against 
the donor. 

But in my case I should be quiet (but 
I won’t) because then I can camouflage 
my ignorance with a mysterious air of 
superior tuning, while Tom must over- 
come my evil. with good. 

Our best hopes for all.

At the smoke, J.N. Roberts, #2 опа 
360 Husky, had the lead, with Steve 
Staats, #95 on a 360 Bultaco, and Larry 
Bergquist, #888x on a 250 Bultaco, right 
behind him, 

Bergquist got a flat tire after the 
smoke and had to give up the chase, 
leaving Roberts and Staats to blast out 
on the open boondocks until after the 
fourth check, when the expansion cham- 
ber càme off Roberts' bike, and Staats 
took over the lead. 

Coming into the pits after the first 
loop, Staats had a good lead, with Lynn 
Fortner, #506 on a 360 Husky, insecond, 
and Bill Bogner, #997x on a 250 Husky, 
in third, Steve Kirk, #27, was running 
seventh. The first loop took its toll of 
top riders; besides Roberts, the early 
leader, and Bergquist, Mike Patrick, 
#421x on the Yamaha, had brake trouble 
and pulled out while running third. 

On the second and final loop, Staats 
broke his shocks just after the second 
check, He was really flying over the road 
crossing, clearing the ditches complete- 
ly, but it was too much for the shocks. 


Fortner then took over the lead, but 
before he could come in for the win he 
ran out of gas, and by this time Steve 
Kirk was making his move uptofirstand 
turned that Triumph on to pull in for the 
win with a minute's lead, 

Jack Byers, #3 on a 500cc Rickman 
Triumph was second and took first 500 
Expert. Bill Bogner, #997x, pulled inbe- 
hind Byers to take first 250cc Expert on 
his Husky.

The Scramblers didn’t want to 
let practice start until the track was 
watered as it would have been ruined 
quickly and they had spent hours prepar- 
ing it. So the track owner hired two diesel 
mechanics at an exorbitant hourly wage 
to repair the truck right then and there 
giving the riders time to bench race, 
work on machines or as Gene Frew said 
at riders meeting, ‘‘for the Californians 
to nurse their hangovers in the cleanair 
and sunshine.’’ Heavens Gene, didn’t you 
know we only went to Las Vegas torace? 
How could you think such a thing of us! 


Lotsa Diggers 


Anyway, after a short time the truck 
appeared and after practice it was off to 
the wars, There were actually three 
contests going, those between the local 
riders and the out-of-staters, the indi- 
vidual battles and those between the 
District clubs who made the trip. The 
Dirt Diggers by far fielded the biggest 
turnout; everywhere you looked all you 
could see were red and white stripes 
(some had eyes to match.,.I’m kidding 
fellers!) and they had riders in every 
class but the 50cc. Their biggest chal- 
lenge came from the Gripsters who 
arrived with bikes in a huge truck bear- 
ing signs like ‘“‘here come de judge” 
etc., and riders and friends in a Grey- 
hound bus. The Ligħtweights had a nice 
group and so did the Viewfinders but it 
was complete victory for the Dirt Diggers 
by the end of the day, 

The 50cc class was dominated by the 
Lightweights group with Kurt Lewis win- 
ning, Jay Lewis second, Steve Herrera 
third (and first Novice) and Rick Parker 
fourth.

A place sidehack finishers Steve Sech- 
ler and Joe Gardner (BSA) were beaten out 
by Dave Roesch and Jim McNeil (H-D). 

In the 100cc classes the best racing 
was naturally in the Expert motos with 
Steve Scott of the Dirt Diggers on a 
Éultaco Lobitoand Fred Edwards (Yama- 
ha) squaring off, These two really puton 
a show and the spectators went wild. 
Scott, who is master of the sliding 
technique, would pull up on Edwards on 
the sweeper by going high and throwing 
up a rooster tail all the way around and 
sometimes would pass him, but Flying 
Freddie would nail him back in the tight 
sections and coming out of the last “S”, 
his Yamaha appeared to be just a shade 
faster..,but only a shade. It was wild! 
One time Steve didn’t quite make it 
through one turn and headed for a hill 
where John Rice and your reporter were 
watching. We scrambled, believe me! 
Afterwards, Steve said happily, “I knew 
it was you guys, just be there and wait 
when I get on the 250!’’ We declined the 
offer! Fred ended up the winner and 
Steve second with third going to Bob 
Tooley on another Yamaha, who had to 
work hard to get it as Steve Stricklin 
(Hodaka) and Jerry Willingham (Lobito) 
were all in there with him, 

Bob Saunders on his hot little Moto- 
Beta won the 100 Amateur but Richard 
Maigin on a Hodaka was always right 
behind, Winner of the Novice class was 
little Gary Wells on a Bridgestone, This 
Las Vegas youngster really flew and it 
was a brand new bike that had been 
picked up at midnight the day of the race! 
Mike North, another local Bridgestone 
rider, started off the Main in the lead 
with Gary right after him but had the 
misfortune to go down hardand lose over 
a lap, but he got going again and finished 
the race, Another Moto-Beta took third 
with Dick Green riding it and J.C. Lewis 
on a Honda ended fourth. If you wonder 
about all the Lewises in the lightweight

classes, yup, they’re all from the same 
family and are the backbone of the 
Lightweight M.C. 

Only four riders peed up for the 
combined 200 class, one blew inthe pits, 
one was disqualified, but the host club 
let the other two go ahead and ride any- 
way and Alexander Armstrong and Neil 
Winston had a ball with the whole track to 
themselves. The theory at Vegas is that 
this is for fun, which is as it should be, 
and they let everyone ride and have fun 
even to the point of letting some riders 
compete in two classes (but only in one 
officially) to give them more time on the 
track and the spectators more enjoyment, 

Randy Ellis of the Lightweights on a 
Bultaco won the 250 Novice class but we 
saw a really neat bit of riding on the 
checkered flag lap. There is a tight little 
“S” bend on the track ending in a left 
hander onto the straight witha cliff going 
straight up on the right (the track is in 
the bottom of an old sand pit). Bill 
Williams and Ron Ringen (Kawasaki) 
were battling it out for second and third 
with Alex Armstrong in fourth, Williams 
and Ringen went into the first part of the 
*S" way too hard, forgetting the old 
adage that it's the last turnina series of 
bends that's the important one and they 


went too wide leaving just enough room 
for Armstrong who was really using his 
head to duck to the inside and gas it into 
the next little bend, into the last left 
hander and down to the checkered flag 
for the second place, Neat! 

The 250 Amateurs only had four sur- 
viving by the end of the third moto with 
Ray Vanderpool (Yamaha) winning and 
Dave Linear (BSA) second. Russell Shull 
(Bultaco) wrapped up third and Claude 
Long on his new Yamaha the fourth, 
Those new singles really look good. 

It was Edwards and Scott at it again 
in the Expert with Flying Freddie again 
the winner, John DeSoto on a Montesa 
and all the way from Honolulu got the 
third and Kawasaki rider Chuck Hatcher 
the fourth. е 

Big Bores 

Moving into the big bores things got a 
little confusing to watch as these were 
the classes where some of the guys rode 
twice but the racing sure was good. 
Chuck Boyle of the Dirt Diggers (other- 
wise known as Fast Charlie) on a Bul- 
taco, returning tocompetition after a five 
year lay-off, won after passing John 
Rice (Honda) and pushing hard on Tony 
Denius (H-D) both of whom were **un- 
official” entries in the 350 Amateur- 
Expert, 

Jim Hunter (BSA) won the 500 Expert 
class with Steve Scott (El Bandido) sec- 
ond. John DeSoto on a Honda took the 
third and really looked great, Tony 
Denius on that beautiful little Harley 
ended fourth. John Rice was going great 
but the front end came up on him after 
the jump and he couldn’t bring it downin 
time to make the start of the sweeper. 
The end result was that John went off 
the track and just couldn't make it up the 
very steep bank. As anexainple of howhe 
looked watch ‘‘Laugh In’ and the kid on 
the tricycle! But we’re-happy to report 
that neither John or the Honda suffered 
damage, 

Ben Fakkeldy, wearing the colors of 
Bellflower Triumph, took the Open Ama- 
teur-Expert honors with his customary 
smooth style and by the time his last 
moto came up it was hard tolook smooth 
on that track! It really broke up. Bob 
Ward (Triumph) came in for second and 
Ron Mallory (Triumph) from Kingman, 
Arizona got third. In the third moto Ron 
had his fans cheering wildly as he really 
pulled up on Fakkeldy. 

A pat on the back this week goes to 
Williams Motors who sponsor four hacks 
out of their shop including the winning 
one Sunday with the team of Roesch and 
McNeil. Dave Roesch told us that he has 
never lost a race or not finished one due 
to a mechanical failure and we think 
thats something to be proud of. The 
hacks had fun but couldn't really go all- 
out as the track just isn't wide enough 
for them to pass so the starts counted, 

Everyone had a good time; there were 
a few gripes but when do we have a race 
day without a few? 'The Silver City 
Scramblers worked hard and went out of 
their way to thank the out-of- state riders 
who had made the journey, We give them 
a pat on the back because of the neat 
riders meeting they had. Gene Drew 
didn't lay the law down, he said that it 
was to be a fun day, it wasn't for money 
So look out for the other guy and the only 
thing he really watched for was going 
off the track, You had better return 
where you left it or wait until the very 
last rider passed you or it would bea 
black flag. In fact that riders meeting 
was an inspiration for a future column, 
so fhanks Gene!

Of course, this stuff is not 
new to him by a long way, considering 
all the havoc he's created at a little spot 
named Laconia; but, isn't hegoing faster 
now than he went then? 

A lot of riders in the Open Class on 
Sunday, April 28at Carlsbad would swear 
to it as a fact. Nicholas, aboard his 
potent BSA, proceeded to systematically 
pulverize all opposition afforded him for 
the Main Event.,.and this was the eighth 
straight time aboard this 500 Beezer 
that it had happened! 

Jody had to overcome the rapid start 
of Triumph-mounted Bruce Holland, but 
once they had hit the second turn, there 
was a new leader. And, from that point 
on to the final flag, all the other riders 
had to be content for an occasional dice 
with another man who was going their 
speed, 

In the six-lap Production Main, it was 
Bob Lend in front all the way on his 
Bultaco 200.

of Dave Jorgensen, having a real back- 
and-forther all around the track, And 
for a real race in this class, it was 
Frank Smith on his Suzuki.80 against 
Chuck Claydon on an astonishingly fast 
Suzuki 50. These two men were so close 
at the finish that it was almost a toss-up 
as to who did win it, 

Coming next to the Grand Prix Main 
Event, it was Whitney Blakeslee in for 
the win again on his Bultaco 200. The 
Kawasaki 175 belonging to Frank Smith 
took second, and just behind him was 
another ripping fast small bíke...the 
Hodaka 90 of Frank Lane. 

Finally, it was time for the Open 
Class Main Event. This race was run as 
& combined 250cc through Open Class 
event. And it was here that Mr. Nicholas 
did his scrunching of all opposition, 
However, Walt Fulton on a Kawasaki 
250 factory bike took a second overall 
and first in his class, and wasn’t too 
seriously challenged by any other 250 in 
the race, particularly after Ron Pierce 
retired for the day with some kind of 
big engine trouble. Third spot went to 
Bruce Holland, while in for fourth was 
Yamaha-mounted Mike Lane, 

The next road race at Carlsbad will be 
held sometime in the early part of June. 
Watch for the announced date, But, for 
further competition on the Carlsbad 
complex, there will be a championship 
moto-cross race on May 19. And then, 
of course, Orange County will be holding 
their next road race on Mother's Day...

Two things were new to Texas road 
racing when practice opened for the third 
race of the 1968 season. One was the 
very fine courseatClear SpringsA.F.B., 
which was entertaining its first motor- 
cycle event, The other was rain. 

This is not to say thatit never rains in 
Texas nor that Texas races are can- 
celled in the event of rain, Itis just that, 
in my experience, the god that watches 
over motorcyclists is especially partial 


to road racing and has never allowed a 
rain date to coincide with a race date, 
On Sunday, the twenty-first of April, he 
was dozing. 


Rain or Shine 

The first practicers out in the morn- 
ing pronounced the track fit for racing, 
wet or dry. Its surface was very clean, 
with a texture akin to the business side 
of a cheese grater, and traction was 
excellent, except for the spots where 
very large X’s had been painted on the 
runways, at which places there was a 
notable lack of tire adhesion, So, as the 
first races got under way, the wordfrom 
the referee was, “Don’t bank on the 
yellow paint?’ 

Richard Long’s early lead in the 
250cc Production race was eaten alive 
in the 3rd lap by John Moyer’s 250 
Bultaco, Darryl Hurst's 180 Yamaha and 
John Beckley's 250 Kawasaki, and that 
was the order at the end of the 5-lap race, 

For the Open Production race, I put 
down my camera and climbed aboard my 
street Honda 305 in timeto be thoroughly 
trounced by Bennie Earl Campbell’s 500 
Suzuki, Bill Ratcliffs 650 Triumph, 
Rusty Bradley's 350 Yamaha andothers. 
It would have been worse had not Jim 
Gardner over-done it (as he is prone to 
do) in the first lap, wherein he got off his 
305 Honda at the second turn. His broken 
shifting lever resulted in one more crash 
and one high speed scramble in the 
buttercups before the 5-lap race was 
over. He thus finished last, behind me. 

After running 4th in the first lap of the 
100ec Heat Race, Derek Lee's Honda 90 
found the yellow paint in the number two 
turn, and, shortly thereafter, he an- 
nounced his retirement from racing, 
Darryl Hurst (Yamaha 100) ledall5 laps, 
and, when Willard Kelley retired from 
2nd place in lap 3, first Bennie Campbell 
(Suzuki 100), then Edward Green (Suzuki 
100) took over this spot, Campbell fin- 
ished 3rd.

ing lap 3. But, at the end of the 5th and 
crucial lap, it was still Mike Kidd, out 
front, as always. Alan Dye (160 Honda) 
finished 3rd behind Beall. 

Mike Cone is the new 3/4-mile drag 
champion in the 250cc class, After the 
cavalry-style start of the 250 heat race, 
he reached for the rest of the 4-lap 
event — Don Graves (Ducati) followed 
Mike around, and Leroy Ferry (Ducati), 
in turn, followed him around. 

In the Open Class heat Rusty Bradley 
led 4 of the 5 laps on his 650 Triumph, 
the other lap going to Leroy Ferry (750 
H-D). And that was the one that counted. 
Ray Smith brought up 3rd spot on his 
650 Triumph, 

Mike Kidd was uncontested in the 
200ce Final — he led every lap. The most 
action was between Alan Dye and David 
Watkins (175 Bridgestone), who swapped 
2nd place 4 times during the 7 laps, 
with Watkins finishing 4th after Steve 
Littlefield (175 Honda), having lost 3rd 
to Steve in the last lap. 

In the Open Class Final, Bradley, tak-

Even though the rains had stopped 
shortly before actual racing had begun, 
and the sun had, to a great extent, dried 
the track, there were still large stands 
of water remaining on the course during 
the races. This led to much weaving back 
and forth on the mile-long back straight 
in order to miss the puddles and lose as 
little momentum as possible, Anda quick 
soaking could be readily had by following 
someone too closely through turn number 
3 where huge lakes remained throughout 
the day. Even so, due in a large part to 
the texture of the track surface, there 
were very few spills caused by the wet, 


Bench Racing 


Reactions to the new course by the bike 
riders were mixed. Some complained, 
reasonably, that the course was too fast, 
favoring speed over rider ability — gains 
made at great effort in the bends were 
stolen away on the two very long, fast 
straights. But most were pleased by the 


unusually clean condition of the course— 
there was no loose dirt or gravel tocon- 
tend with as is the case at the airport 
course at San Angelo, Texas, and, where- 
as at San Angelo there is often no definite 
boundary to the pavement, onlya gradual 
transition from road racing conditions to 
scrambling conditions as one gets further 
from the fast line, at Clear Springs there 


is always a definite edge to the track — 


giving riders something visible to shoot 
for when straightening out a fast bend. 

The fact that Clear Springs is stilla 
military reservation accounts for the 
excellent condition of the pavement and 
grounds, There is no farming in the in- 
field to stir up the dirt. Instead, only 
bluebonnets, buttercups and clover grow, 
and, after a rain, when the sunis shining 
and the air is warm and damp, the 
perfume from the flowers is overpower- 
ing. I cannot imagine a more ideal place 
to spend a racing afternoon, We canonly 
hope that Southwest Motorcycle Racing 
Association is able to stage more races 
there this season,

Gophers TT scrambles on the same date 
which they understood had been can- 
celled. However, no official word has 
been sent to the District and as there 
was no Gophers representative present 
the Phantoms were told to contact the 
Gophers directly. The Shamrocks have 
cancelled out on their TT Scrambles at 
Bay Mare May 19th. 

Allen Gibbs of the Viewfinders spoke 
on their Grand Prix, May 25-26th. The 
course will be about three-and-a-half to 
four miles around and they have timed 
riders on what will probably be the final 
circuit with a lap time of about six 
minutes, 

Under new business Bob Hayes (4- 
Aces) took the floor to say that he 
thought the tech inspection at scrambles 
was a good idea but that it should be the 
job of the competition committee not the 


sponsoring club, He thought too that often 
it was difficult for riders to find just 
where the inspection was being held, 
Discussion followed but no action was 
taken as several scrambles-throwing 
clubs including Noble (Orange County) 
and Ham (Sportsmen) reported they had 
never had any difficulty with complying 
with the rule of holding an inspection, 

Several minor subjects were discussed 
including that of keeping the desert clean, 
Trash is always a problem and not 
everyone seems tobe responsible enough 
to pick up after themselves.
